ARE PHYSICIANS' PRESCRIPTIONS 


NOSTRUMS? 


To',one;not qualified, and few lay- 


men arc, to discriminate Intelligently 
between physicians' prescriptions, pro- 
prietary medicines and nostrums, It 
may seem llttlo short of a crime to 
hint even that physicians' prescrip- 
tions are. In any manner related to 
nostrums;' nevertheless,' nn Impartial 
examination of all tho facts In tho 
case-leads Irresistibly to the conclu- 
sion that every medicinal preparation 
compounded and dispensed by a physi- 
cian is. In tho strict sense of tho word, 
a nostrum, and that, tho average, 
ready-prepared -proprietary remedy Ms 
superior to the average specially-pre- 
pared,physicians' prescription. 


What Is a nostrum? According to 


tho 'Standard Dictionary a nostrum is 
"a medicine tho composition of which 
Is kept a secret." Now. when a physi- 
cian compounds and dispenses with 
his own hands a remedy for tho treat- 
ment of a disease—and It Is authorita- 
tively stated that probably GO per 
cont. of all physicians' prescriptions 
In this country aro so dispensed—tho 
names and quantities of tho Ingre- 
dients which constitute tho remedy 
aro not mado known to tho patient 
Henco, since Its composition Is kept a 
secret by tho physician, tho remedy or 
prescription Is unquestionably, In tho 
true meaning of tho word, a Simon- 
puro nostrum. Furthermore, tho pro- 
scription compounded by tho average 
physician is moro than likely to bo a 
perfect Jumble—rcploto with thera- 
peutic, physiologic and chemical In- 
compatibilities and bearing all tho ear- 
marks of pharmaceutical 
Incompe- 


tcncy; for It Is now generally admitted 
that unless a physician has mado a 
special study of pharmacy and passed 
some tlmo In a drug store for tho pur- 
pose of gaining n practical knowledge 
of modern pharmaceutical methods, 
ho is not fltted to compound remedies 
for his patients. Moreover, a physi- 
cian who compounds his own prescrip- 
tions not only deprives tho pharmacist 
of his Just emoluments, but ho endan- 
gers tho lives of patients; for It Is 
only by tho detection and elimination 
of errors In prescriptions by clover, 
competent prescrlptlonlsts that tho 
safety of tho public can bo effectually 
shielded from tho criminal blunders 
of Ignorant physicians. 


Nor can It bo said that the average 


physician Is any more competent to 
formulate a prescription than ho Is to 
compound It. When memorized or di- 
rectly copied from a book of "favorite 
proscriptions by famous physicians." 
or from some text-book or medical 
Journal, tho prescription may bo nil 
that It should be. It is only when the 
physician Is required to originate a 
formula on tho spur of tho moment 
that his Incompetency Is distinctly evi- 
dent Seemingly, however, tho physi- 
cians of tho United States aro llttlo 
worse than tho average British physi- 
cian; for wo find Dr. James Burnett, 
lecturer on Practical Matcrla Medlca 
and Pharmacy, Edinburgh, lamenting 
In tho Medical Magazine tho passing 
of tho prescription and bemoaning tho 
fact that seldom does ho find a "final 
man" able to devlso a prescription 
even In "good contracted Latin." 


And what, It may bo asked, IB tho 


status of tho written prescription—tho 
prescription that is compounded and 
dispensed by tho pharmacist—Is It. 
too, a nostrum? It may bo contended 
that tho patient, with tho written 
formula In his possession, may learn 
tho character 
of tho remedy pro- 


scribed. So, possibly, ho might If ho 
undorstood Latin ami wero a physician 
or n pharmacist, but as ho usually pos- 
sesses no professional training and 
cannot read Latin, tho prescription Is 
practically a dead secret to him. 
Furthermore, tho average prescription 
is 'so badly written and so greatly 
abbreviated that even tho pharmacist, 
skilled as ho usually Is In deciphering 
medical hieroglyphs, la 
constantly 


obliged to Interview prcscrlbers to 
llnd out what actually has been pro- 
scribed. 
It may also bo contended, 


that inasmuch as tho formula Is known 
to both physician and pharmacist tho 
prescription cannot therefore bo a se- 
cret. But with equal truth It might bo 
contended that tho formula of any so- 
called nostrum Is not a secret since It 
Is known to both proprietor and manu- 
facturer; for it must not bo forgotten 
that, according to reliable authority, 
95 per cent of tho proprietors of so- 
called patent medicines prepared in 
this country havo their remedies made 
for them by largo, reputable manufac- 
turing pharmacists. But even should 
a patient bo ablo to recognize tho 
names of tho Ingredients mentioned In 
a formula ho would only know half 
tho story. It Is seldom, for Instance, 
that alcohol Is specifically mentioned 
In n prescription, for It Is usually 
masked In the form of tinctures and 
fluid extracts, as nroia great many 
othor substances. It ft evident, there- 
fore, that the ordinary formulated pro- 
'ecrlptlon Is, to tho average patient, lit- 
tle less than a secret remedy or nos- 
trum. 


On tho other hand, tho formulae of 


nearly nil tho proprietary medicines 
that aro exploited exclusively to tho 
medical profession as well as those 
of a largo percentage of tho proprie- 
tary remedies that are advertised to 
tho public (tho so-called patent medi- 
cines) aro published In full. Under 
the Food and Drugs Act, every medi- 
cinal preparation entering Interstate 
commerce Is now required to have tho 
proportion or quantity of alcohol, 
opium, cocaln and other habit-form- 
ing or harmful Ingredients which It 
may contain plainly printed on the 
label. 
As physicians' prescription* 


seldom or never enter Interstate com- 
merce they aro practically exempt un- 
der tho law. And If It bo necessary 
for'.the" public to know tho composi- 
tion of \proprletary, remedies, as la 
contended -by; those, who through lg- 


nornnco or for mercenary reason* »t« 
opposing the sale of alh htnuenold 
remedies, why to « not equally nccei- 
tary for valient* to Know the compo- 
tltlon of the remedy prescribed Z»j/ a 
pltyilclanf 
Docs any son* person be- 


lieve that tho opium In a physician • 
prescription la less potent or IMS like- 
ly to create a drug bnblt than the opi- 
um In a proprietary medicine? A* a 
matter of fact, more opium-addict* 
and cocaln-ficnds 
have been mada 


through the criminal carelessnt** of 
Ignorant phyttclan* than oy any other 
means. '• 
' 
« 


Unquestionably, there are 'a number 


of proprietary remedies on tho market 
the sales of which should bo prohibit- 
ed, and no doubt they will bo when 
tho requirements of tho .Food and 
Drugs Act are rigidly enforced; many 
are frauds, puro and simple, and somo 
aro decidedly harmful. 
Of tho aver- 


ago .proprietary remedy, however, It 
may truthfully bo said that It Is dis- 
tinctly better than tho average physi- 
cians' proscription; for not only Is Its 
composition less secret, but It IB pre- 
pared for tho proprietor by reputabla 
manufacturing pharmacists In magnifi- 
cently equipped laboratories and un- 
der tho supervision and advice of abla 
chemists, competent physicians and 
skillful pharmacists. It should not be 
considered strange, therefore, that so 
many physicians prefer to proscribe 
theso ready-prepared proprietary rem- 
edies rather than trust thoso of their 
own devising,

PRESIDENT CREATES NEW 


RESERVATION FOR BIRDS 


P 


KKSIDENT KOOSBVELT hns sign, 


ed an order creatlm; tho Tern Is< 


lands a Dlrd reservation. This IB tho 
eighth reservation for birds created 
by tho president. It embraces all tho 
"mud lumps," BO called, In and near 
tho mouths of tho Mississippi river. 


Tho "mud lumps" aro Islets moro or 


less temporary, and created chiefly by 
sedimentary deposits from tho river. 
They seldom oxceod an aero In slzo 
and aro elevated from flvo to eight 
feet above high tldo. They aro occu- 
pied during tho breeding season by 
largo numbers of brown pelican and 
other terns. Many thousands of tho 
vnrlous species breed In thoso places 
every year. 


Thoso Islands aro useless for com- 


mercial or agricultural purposes and 
aro reserved to protect tho birds. The 


islands are placed under the charge of 
tho secretary of agriculture, who ap- 
points wardens whoso duties embrace 
frequent trips to thorn, putting up 
warning notices and otherwise pre- 
venting trespassers from molesting 
tho birds, either out of curiosity or to 
collect plumes or eggs. 


Tho recommendation for this ro- 


servo was Indorsed strongly by tho 
National Association of Audubon soci- 
eties for tho protection of birds and 
animals, whoso expert ornithologist 
and field agent visited tho islands 
and'illed an exhaustive report on tho 
bird breeding qualities and feeding 
ground of tho native fowl along that 
section of tho coast. Tho creation of 
reserves of this character Is strongly 
encouraged 
and supported by tho 


League of American Sportsmen and 
similar societies.

struction and extensions to the time 
Pelican bought them utKW.OL'VJB. An 
ex-onicer of tho water company says 
jt was aboutM30,ooo. This cost lias an 
Important bearing on tho validity of 
the original bond Issue. 
Assuming 


the estimate of the company to be 
correct, the substance of tho trust 
deed transaction Is this: Because (as 
the deed declares) the $100,000 of ca- 
pital of tho Uhlnelandor Water Com- 
oany was Inaulllclunt to build a plant 
costing less than WO.ooo. it was ne- 
cessary to provide for tho Issue of 
$100,000, and to actually Issuo *M.ooo, 
of bonds to pay such cost,. Even If the 
cost was $50,000, there was, plainly, 
no need of Issuing any bonds; for the 
capital would still pay for the plant 
twice over. Tho whole capita stock 
had been Issued to Mollott Jlodglns 
und Clarke, who either paid or were 
absolutely liable to pay for It in full. 
The transfer by them to tho company 
of the franchises and rights under the 
ordinance recites that It pa d for 
$50,000 of stock. The valuation of 
such rights and franchises, apart from 
the physical plant, at $50,«w was pa - 
oably tlctltlous. Hut there was still 
»&o,ooo of stock; enough without any 
bonds to build the plant. If the cost 
of the plant was under *.">o,ooo, there 
was a gross misrepresentation on tho 
face of the trust deed. 


At the time of this transaction, 


there was and still Is a statute prohl- 
bltlnir such Hctltlous Issue of bonds 
and slocks. Section ITO U.S. says: 
"No corporation shall Issue any stock 
* • • except In consideration of 
money, labor or property estimated at. 
Its true money value, actually received 
by It, euual to tho par valuo thereof, 
nor any bonds • • except for money, 
labor or property estimated atlU truo 
money valuo actually received by It, 
equal to seventy-live per cent of tho 
par value thereof, and all stocks or 
bonds Issued contrary to the provl- 
slonu'Of thin-section • * *A«K I* void." 
So far as w* know, all that was re- 
ceived by the water company for 
1100,000 of stock and $83.000 of bonds 
or proceeds was tho physical plant and 
the franchise and rights granted by 
the ordinance.

against the property as an entirety. 
But the supply of water tn a muni- 
cipality Is a public service Inherently 
within Its power and duty. Its 
grant of a franchise to, and Its con- 
tract with, a private corporatlqn for 
such service Is by the state, through 
Its local agent, tor the public beneltt. 
The corporation Is a public agent.
